Winn one considers the influence for 
good whit h dormitories have had and are having at large 
American universities, it is readily seen that their advent 
in McGill will be the mark of some far-rencbing changes. 

• » t • • 

The majority oi McGill men come from outside of Mont- 
real and indeed from outside of the Province of Quebec. 
They arrive at McGill as total strangers and do their hest 
to secure the best accommodation which local lodging houses 
can furnish. This is at no time noted for its unrivalled ex- 
cellence. In fact many students live in rooms which arc 
neither sanitary nor comfortable and which arc scattered 
over a wido nrea of the city, Adequate dormitory accom- 
modation would remedy a great many evils which at pre- 
sent cannot but be deplored. In the first place the average 
comfort of the students would be increased a hundred fold. 
Imagine how much better it would be to have 800 or 900 
undergraduates in regular dormitories ! Each and every one 
would enjoy a high standard of comfort at the lowest pos- 
sible cost. Sanitary principles would be applied in overy 
detail so that student health could be most effectively guard- 
ed. Working in immediate conjunction with the Union, dor- 
mitories would supply students wieh a new yet necessary 
range of wants.

At this particular time, when we are doing our utmost to 
inculcate n live and wholesome "McGill spirit," or rather 
to awaken this spirit to an ever-present consciousness of 
itself, dormitories will mean a great deal. Esprit de corps 
and all that goes with it will be intensified and stimulated 
to a degree far beyond any present idea.

be deterred In any way from attempt- 
ing to get a place on our th'rd and 
fourth teams, but will rather regard 
these as honourable md necessary 
stepping-stones to 1 ositions on the 
teams higher in the scale. 

The idea of giving certificates to 
all winners of the first grade block
